A Wn£ini Load of 
Monrttroutf J'otrificil 


Uouus—Somo ICemarkablo Bciioslts. 


The innnediato vicinity oi Tomplelon is 


rich in fossil treasures, and tho laborious re- 
searches of some of our citizens into tbo hab- 
itat of prehistoric sauriims and mammals de- 
servo recognition and honorary membership 
at the hands of tho Acadorny of Sciences. On 
several occasions fossil bones of antediluvian 
monsters have been unearthed, but tho larg- 
ost cr.hibit in t hLs lino was accomplished a few 
day:: n;u Ly A. Crum and J. W. Cook, who 
brought in n wagon load ot monstrous petri- 
fied ribs, vertebra;, shoulder blades arid other 
iiortioua cf tho anatomy of mammoth crea- 
tures who inhabited this country when tho 
slowly rcccdins ocean left it ono vast watery 
ninrsh.
